To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle qualified to vote in 


town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said town 
on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 

1. To hear reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees or officers 
heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

2. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for the year 
ensuing. 

3. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools the year ensuing. 

4. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of poor the year ensuing. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and : 


appropriate for repairs of highways and bridges the year ensuing. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for contingent expenses of the town for the year ensuing. 

7. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
money necessary to pay the interest on town bonds the year ensuing. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to pay the commission of Collector of Taxes the year 
ensuing. 

9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
hire money on the credit of the town at a rate of interest not to ex- 
ceed six per cent. 

10. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount on taxes 
paid within a limited time. 


11. To see if the town will vote to issue hende to redeem its out- | 


standing bonds, which mature October Ist, 1900, and provide a sink- 
ing fund for the payment thereof, and pass any vote it may deem 
necessary thereto. 

12. To see if the town will take some action in regard to repair- 
ing the wall at the town burying ground. 

13. To see if the town will vote to establish a library and ac- 
cept the provisions of Chapter 8, Section 21-26, of the} Public 
Statutes, in such manner as to be entitled to one hundred‘dollars’ 
worth of books from the State. Also, to see what sum of money 
the town will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of 
the library in addition to the amount required by law. 

14. To see if the town will vote to sell a part or the whole of 
the land owned by the town called the pit. 

15. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.

GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


The grammar school has been taught by Miss Evelyn Brown, 


who is thoroughly devoted to the interests of the school. 
PRIMARY SCHOOL. é 
The primary school has been in charge of Miss Maud Tre- 


fethen, whose untiring labors in the past have provedhera 


faithful friend to the little ones. 

It is the opinion of your school board that the progress of 
our schools during the past year has compared favorably with 
that of other years, yet they have not attained to that standard 
of excellence which is to be desired. 


We hope, however, that harsh criticisms may not prevail, for 
the task of a teacher is sufficiently difficult when sustained by - 


the wisest counsel and encouraged by the tenderest sympathy. 
Parents often find it extremely dificult to properly train and 
direct the minds of their own children. How -much greater 
must be the task to govern a school made up of children who 


are reared under differing influences and contro ed” by differ- — 


ing motives? 


‘And then again the progress of the schools is retarded by 


irregularity in attendance. It cripples the energies and impairs 
the usefulness of the best teachers. Our idea is that parents 
should feel that nothing must interfere with the school work. 
Everything should be managed so far as _ possible that the chil- 
dren may be present every hour of school. 

These school privileges are worth something to the children, 
for they can never be enjoyed again. ‘There is no economy in 
nature whereby they can be redeemed. The doors of our 
school-houses are open to all, and it is incumbent upon parents 
and guardians to see that the children under their charge ob- 
tain as good an education as possible.
